THEPOYTECHNIC  INSTITUTE 

EXHIBIT. 

The  exhibit  of  Polytechnic  Insti 
tute  at  the  Southern  Exposition  in 
Montgomery  is         the         most 

xxtensive  and  varied  that  the 
Institute  has  ever  made.  It 
occupies  the  entire  end  of  the  main 
building,  and  has  been  very  artistical- 
ly arranged  by  Dr.  Gary  who  is 
in  charge,  assisted  by  Messrs.  Tram- 
mell  and  Hnmmack. 

Commencing  at  the  right,    the   first 
department  is  that  of  Mechanics.     In 
this  the  most  noticeable  exhibits   are, 
a  ten  horse  power  steam  engine  made 
by  the   student,s,    and   student   work 
illustrating  the  course  of   instruction 
in  wood  work,    forging   and    machine 
work.      Some   of   the   work    in   orna- 
mental    turning   is     very     beautiful, 
showing  both  taste  and  workmanship. 
The  nex*  exhibit  is  that  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Electrical  Engineering.    This 
contains  a  dynamo  made  by   the   stu- 
dents which  has  been  in  use  for  some 
time,  furnishing  the  power  to  run   the 
cotton  gin,  thresher   and    other   farm 
machinery  at  the  experiment    station. 
It  also  contains  many  other  specimens 
of  student   work  and   of   instruments 
used  in  the  Electrical  Laboratory. 

The  next  exhibit  is  that  of  the  De- 
partment of  Civil  Engineering.  It 
contains  several  sets   of   instruments.
